Salt will save the soft corn accord-
Ing to the Investigation and testlmony
of the James E. Bennett Co, commis-
slon merchants of Chlcago, which has
been published in gome of the conntry
newspapers in Stark county, Illinois. |
A copy of the Stark County News con-
talging the following article. which
$7-_- helpful to the farmers came in-
to our hands last week. f

We always knew that salt contalng
preserative qualltles but did not
know before that It was a preservative
of soft corn. We learn that sevaral
are using it to good effect and our,
veaders will no doubt read with inter-
est the investigation of the James E
Bennett Co., in their own words aal
follows:

“Having learned that sault was belng
veed to preserve soft corn in White-
slde county, Illinois, we instructed
our traveling man to investigate. He
reporta as follows:

“Acompanied by an experien -7
grain dealer I investigated thoroly th
use of salt for preservation of soll
corn in the vicinity of Prophetstown,
Whiteside county, llinols, We found
numerous places where corn was be-
ing salted or had been salted. We
interviewed many experienced {armers
on the subject and acquired the fol-
lowing Interesting fnformation, T. J
Marshall, n large successful farmer,
residing about one and a halfl miles
south of Prophetstown, gives us the
following data: In 1881, the year in
which so many farmers experimented
with large vellow seed corn from Kan-
sas, It was found that this corn did not
mature, Mr. Marshall informs us that
while cribbing corn thateyear, an eld-
erly German., John Liphart, advised
him Lo salt soft Liphart

tnted that this method of preservation

we

his ¢orn

hud  been adopted In Germany and
Sweden, the olimate not heing adapted
tn maturing corn Marshall adopted
the German’s suggestion, operating

under his direction to use from 2 to
barrels of salt for each 1,000
bushels of corn, that iz equivalent to
about 10 guarts of salt to each ordin-
ary wagon load of ear corn, salt heing
sprinkled over the corn &5 it was being
placed in the erib. Mr. Marshall states
the experiment was a pronounced suc-
cess. Corn which he cribbed early
without salt that year was lost. The
crib that was salted came out as dry
ns a bone, just as bright as it went in
and absolutely free from mold and rot
though light in weight due to the
molsture drawn from the corn by the
action of the salt. The process was
nsed from time to time but was again
extensively used with the soft corn
erop two years ago, 1815, Mr, Mar-
shall Induced his neighbors to sall
their soft corn and Informs us8 the re-
sult was highly zatisfactory, resulting
in many converts. This year these
same farmers and many recrufts to
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the method are applying the salt.
Practically the entire stock of the
common barrel salt in this vicinity

wag exhausted, K, J. Mathis, of the
Muthis Bros. Co, grain dealers at Pro-
phetstown and other points, said his
firm had sold several carloads of salt
for this corn crop. Local farmers
geem to have accepted the salting pro-
cegn and ndopted it into their regular
method of farming, claiming it has
been thoroughly tested on previous
ocoasions and found effective and
highly satisfactory. In addition to in-
terviewing farmers who were using
the method we were particularly inter-
ested in our visit with Alhert Bessire,
& blg farmer. He showad us one eribh
of 1000 bushels of new corn which had
been treated with salt. Mr. Bessire
removed one of the crth siats and we
took out sufficlent corn to penetrate
an arm's length, We found the corn
vary coal, In fact, cooler than the out-
glde temperature, parfectly sweet, but
of covrse wel., This corn had been In
the ¢rib several davs It I8 Mirther
that corn  eribbed with salt
passes thru the winter in its soft or
green atate dryving only with the com-
Ing of spring wind and rising tempera-
ture. It Is clalmed that soft corn
ahgalutely not  heat. We have
looked into the matier carefully and
are convinced the process has soffie-
lent merit to Justify a thoro Investiga-
tlan, not only by the individual but by
the Agricultural Department It is
gtated that the corn comes out In the
spring practically free from any taste
of salt
